January Flood Costs At$2M 


Shawsheen river flooding in late 
January caused upwards of $2 million in 
damage in Andover, according to current 
estimates, with the most serious problem 
facing the town at present — repair of the 
trunk sewer line. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
this week that authorization has been 
received to spend up to $400,000 to repair 
the trunk sewer line broken when flood 
waters undermined a secion of the pipe in 
the South Lawrence area. 

That work will be done on a cost-plus 
basis, due to the urgency to get the work 
done and eliminate any health hazards. 

In addition to repair of the sewer line, 


the manager estimates $500,000 worth of 
storm related damage to streets, drains 
and river banks. No public buildings were 
effected by the flooding conditions. 

A continuous rainfall the last week of 
January resulted in the Shawsheen 
overflowing its banks in Ballardvale along 
River street, and in the Shawsheen area. 
DASA or theformer Marland Mills proper- 
ties off Stevens street were pa icularly 
effected and evacuation of some home 
along North Main street was necessary. 

Town crews worked through a two to 
three day period to protect the Riverina 
Road pumping station, which would have 
posed a serious health problem to the 


town, had the facility been lost. 

The pipe which was undermined is the 
trunk line leading to the Sanitary District 
plant in North Andover from the pumping 
Station. 

-The flood waters, combined with frost 
coming out of the ground, weakened the 
area around the pipe which follows the 
path of the Shawsheen. The undermining 
resulted in the breaking of the pipe. 

Clark has received authorization from 
selectmen, the state department of labor 
and industries and the bureau of accounts, 
to proceed with having the trunk line

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert tried out a lot 
of seats in a Lexington junior high 
auditorium Monday, leading the school 
committee’s acceptance Tuesday of a 
revised seating plan for an Andover High 
facility. 

The seating slope of the Clark Jr. Hall is 
similar to a revised plan by Architect 
Gerry Dion, and Seifert says he now feels 
“very comfortable that every person will 
be able to see the stage.”’ 

The school committee postponed a deci- 
sion last week, after Seifert expressed 
concern that everyone might not be able to 
see the stage. Buy they voted 5-0 Tuesday 
for the rectangular, Plan B, with “‘sight 
line’ modifications. A more extensive, 
semi-circular Plan C had already been rul- 
ed out by the committee as too expensive. 

In the revision, or ‘‘enhancement’’ as 
Dion prefers to call it, each row of seats in 
the auditorium would be five inches higher 
than the one before. Figuring four inches 
from eyeball to top of head, Dion said that 
allows everyone clear vision to the lowest 
major center of activity on the stage. 

Asked if a person’s height would change 
that, Dion said they set eyeball level at 
three feet, eight inches off the seat. He 
said that most people’s trunks are a bout 
the same size, and that the formula 
applies to about 99 percent of the popula- 
tion. 

The new Play B will be somewhat 
steeper than the original, rising to a height 
of 30 feet, three inches above the first row, 
at the last ron in the rear. Dion says that 
wouldn’t seem so high when the 
auditorium was full of people.

Other features Dion described for the 
new auditorium include a sound-proof par- 
tition to divide the rear of the auditorium 
into two, 240 seat classrooms. 

There would also be roll-down battens at 
the sid fronts, and a series of visual cur- 
tains to make the auditorium into smaller

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

I’m writing to express my concern about 
a situation that exists in our elementary 
school system. When I moved to Andover 
nearly two years ago, I was under the im- 
pression that the town offered, in addition 
to the popular contemporary, or ‘‘open’’ 
system, an educational alternative — the 
structured, single-teacher directed 
classroom. I later discovered that this op- 
tion is not actually available to everyone, 
and that waiting lists had been created. 
The Traditional Program is limited to two 
classrooms per grade, with admission 
given on a first-come, first served basis 
(provided the child passes the grade level 
test.) This procedure seems to be inap- 
propriate and unfair, when one considers 
the importance of a child’s entire gram- 
mar school career. Please understand that 
I am not criticizing the school administra- 
tion, because they must work within given 
guidelines. My appear is to the school 
committee, who, as I understand, initiated 
the Traditional Program three years ago. 
I might suggest that they consider opening 
the enrollment at the Kindergarten and 
first grade levels. This would achieve 
some degree of equity in the admission 
procedure, and would also allow more 
children to start in the program at the 
most logical time. 

It would be most re-assuring to me, per- 
sonally, to know that the program would 
be available to my two pre-schoolers. 
Then, I could say ‘‘yes,’’ that Andover 
does indeed provide an educational alter- 
native.

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WASHINGTON —- The 
recognition of Communist 
China has produced a 
whole new vocabulary at 
the State Department. The 
diplomatic language they 
speak had to be revised to 
accomodate the people in 
Peking. 


The new language is ex- 
plained in a memo, in- 
tended for official eyes 
only. It instructs American 
diplomats on the ‘proper 
terminology”’ to use in dis- 
cussing China. 

Of course, any diplomat 
worth his pay would rather 
lose his striped pants than 
say the wrong thing. So the 
memo was rushed out be- 
fore the arrival in Wash- 
ington of Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping. 

For the benefit of those 
readers who would like to 
speak to the Chinese with- 
out offending them, here is 
a quick language course: 

Taiwan used to be known 
in Washington as the ‘‘Re- 
public of China.’’ No long- 
er. It is now taboo. In fact, 
the Chinese in Taiwan 
can’t even be called 
““Chinese.’’ This would irri- 
tate the Chinese on the 
mainland. But they also 
cannot be called 


‘“‘Taiwanese,’’ as _ this 
would offend the Chinese in 
Taiwan. 


How are the Taiwanese- 
Chinese supposed to be 
categorized? States the 
memo: ‘‘The adjectival 
form is ‘Taiwan,’ not 
‘Taiwanese.’ People 
should be referred to as 
‘from Taiwan,’ or ‘on 
Taiwan’ or ‘of Taiwan.’”’ 
In short, they should nev- 
er, never be referred to as 
Taiwanese or Chinese.

When Chinamen Aren’t Chinese 
Or: Newspeak, 1984 a la 1979 


From now on, all diplo- 
matic reports will list 
mainland China as the offi- 
cial China. ‘‘Under no 
circumstances,’’ the 
memo warns grimly, 
“should Taiwan be placed 
or footnoted under China.”’ 

We may be closer than 
we think to George 
Orwell’s concept of 1984. 
The bureaucrats in 
Orwell’s novel developed 
the language of 
‘‘Newspeak.’’ It’s. only 
1979, and the State Depart- 
ment bureaucrats are al- 
ready talking Newspeak. 


Under the Dome: Infla- 
tion may be a cause for 
belt-tightening in the 
hinterlands, but not on 
Capitol Hill where our leg- 
islators enjoy the perqui- 
sites of office.

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Added High School 
Classrooms Dropped 


While everyone generally agreed it 
would be nice to have the whole cake, the 
school committee this week stuck to their 
building priorities and voted not to give 
town meeting the option of additional 
classrooms at the high school. 

The school building committee had ask- 
ed them to reconsider the list of advisory 
questions that will be put to town meeting, 
and add a classroom addition to the high 
school auditorium question. 

Butthe committee voted 5-0 against the 
union, and then defeated another motion to 
make the classroom addition a separate, 
fifth advisory question. 

Article 15 of the town meeting warrant, 
as it stands, seeks opinion on 1. a new 
building at East Jr. High 2. renovating 
East Jr. High 3. renovating West Jr. High 
and 4. building and auditorium, with 
necessary renovations, at the high school. 

The building committee’s Ken Gropper 
emphasized that his group simply feels the 
town should be offered all the options, and 
that they weren’t taking sides with either 
an auditorium or classrooms. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert, who last week 
defended the auditorium as an educational 
priority over the classrooms, also said this 
week he didn’t want the town to get the 
impression he favored one over the other. 

‘Both are needed,”’ he said. ‘‘There’s no 
doubt in my mind that the classrooms and 
auditorium are both needed to have a high 
school of integrity.”’ 

‘“‘But,’’ he said, ‘‘the question is, can the 
town afford both?”’ 


School Chairman David Ahouse asked 
him what would happen if the town voted 
for classrooms and not for an auditorium. 

“I don’t believe I would go along with 
it,’ Seifert said. 

Ahouse said he personally felt that he 
would have a hard time selling extra 
classrooms as a priority. Colleague 
Casimir Kolaski said the auditorium was 
more of a priority for him. 

Committeeman Joseph Finn restated 
the basic dilemma: that last spring when 
they asked town meeting for building 
funds, they thought the whole project 
could be done for $10 million or so. The 
price has escalated to at least $14 million. 

Finn has made it a ‘‘moral”’ issue, feel- 
ing they shouldn’t go ahead and splend 
more than $10 million without asking the 
town how far it wants to go. 

He said Tuesday he felt the town should 
also be told what it was going to lose if it 
didn’t spend the extra money. 

Kolaski made the motion for a fifth ad- 
visory question, for a classroom addition 
in case the town is willing to accept the 
full financial obligation. 

Elaine Viehmann seconded, but said she 
would like to option of withdrawing No. 5 
on the floor of town meeting, if the voters 
turned down the auditorium. Even if the 
classrooms could be built for the same 
cost as the auditorium, she said, the 
school committee’s priorities would be 
changed. 

She and Kolaski were the lone votes for 
No. 5.

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The Reserve Fund As A 
Seat Of Power 


The town’s reserve fund is established primarily to 
meet unexpected costs arising during the course of a 
fiscal year. It establishes a contingency fund to be 
tapped when either emergencies arise, or due to unan- 
ticipated events department budgets become low or 
depleted. 

It has effective controls, with the money being 
allotted through approval of the Finance Committee 
based on written requests for transfers and supported 
by information relating the need. 

While the reserve fund is an effective way ot monitor- 
ing the town’s finances, it can also lead to a usurping of 
powers by the Finance Committee, even when they are 
well-meaning in intent. 

This week selectmen were particularly irked at the 
FinCom suggestion to remove some funds from their 
budget, with the provision that if money was needed the 
board could submit a request for transfer from the 
reserve fund. 

In a year when budget planning is confusing due to 
pending tax cap legislation, we would anticipate that 
the job of the FinCom in reviewing departmental 
budget requests is even more difficult than in the past. 

They are as intent as administrators in keeping the 
upcoming municipal budgets within guidelines. 

Quite possibly reducing specific departmental re- 
quests by taking out contingency accounts and placing 
them in reserve fund status is aimed at meeting the 
need for stricter controls in the eyes of the FinCom. 

But there is a danger in such practice, specifically, 


the possibility of turning budgetary controls over to a 
financial review agency. 


The Finance Committee is a valuable agency for the 
taxpayers of the community. It’s members spend 
countless hours annually reviewing budgets, warrant 
articles requiring funds, and keep a constant watch on 
department operations from a fiscal standpoint. 


From time to time they suggest methods of im- 
provements in account keeping and fee schedules, all 
with an eye toward saving money for the taxpayer. 

From time to time, FinCom members have suggested 
that more accounts be eliminated and the money be ap- 
propriated through transfer in the course of the year if 
necessary. 


It is something department heads have battled over 
the years, and probably rightly so. 

Submitting to the FinCom for funds bypasses the nor- 
mal chain of command and places the power of granting 
requests in the hands of this appointive agency, when 
actually the town administrative chart grants to the 
town manager the financial expertise to run the com- 
munity in an economically efficient manner. 


What the FinCom would be doing basically amounts 
to usurping powers from municipal authorities. Their 
basic duties are advisory in nature and should remain 
so. As such the FinCom is a welcome and necessary ad- 
junct of municipal government. We would hope that 
they continue to be classified as the town’s financial 
watchdogs, but with their powers leashed.

The DAG 
shall provide assistance in relating that proposal to the guidelines for the 
District. This may involve explaining these and other applicable guidelines, 
reviewing proposals, suggesting good examples of how others have re- 
sponded in similar cases, and maintaining information regarding sources of 
design assistance. 
In addition, whether or hot requested by the applicant, the DAG shall review 
all applications for building permits, special permits, or variances for pro- 
posals located in areas zoned for General Business if involving new construc- 
tion, exterior alteration, or a sign larger than six square feet. An extra copy 
of all usual submittals required for such proposals shall be provided to the 
DAG through the Inspector of Buildings. The DAG review shall preferably be 
done in consultation with the applicant and his designer. The DAG shall make 
an advisory report in writing to the applicant and as follows: 
(1) For building permits: to the Building Inspector regarding any changes to 
which the applicant has voluntarily agreed. 
(2) For special permits: to the Special Permit Granting Authority regarding 
effect on the amenity of the neighborhood, as provided at VIII. C.2.c. 
(3) For variances: to the Board of Appeals regarding possible detriment to 
the public good or derogation from the intent or purpose of this By-Law, 
as provided at VIII. B.2.c. 
Lack of a report from the DAG shall not be sufficient reason to delay action 
on a proposal which otherwise could be acted upon by the Building Inspector, 
Special Permit Granting Authority, or Board of Appeals. 
M. General Business District Design Guidance 
The following Guidelines indicate ways in which design of new development and 
change can be made supportive of Andover’s General Business Districts. These 
guidelines are not mandatory, but degree of consistency with them shall be consid- 
ered by the Special Permit Granting Authority in acting upon special permits and 
by the Board of Appeals in acting upon variances. 

1) Promote safety by avoiding pedestrian or vehicular hazards within the site or 
egressing from it, facilitating access by emergency vehicles, and facilitating 
visual surveillance by occupants, neighbors, and passers-by. 

2) Protect the natural environment by reducing the number of mature trees re- 
moved, reducing the volume of earth materials cut or filled, reducing soil ero- 
sion during and after construction, and reducing the extent of alteration in the 
amount, timing, and location of stormwater runoff from the site. 

3) Serve functional needs by avoiding inconvenience to pedestrians because of 
storm water ponding or flow, by assuring accessibility by the handicapped. 
and by providing micoroclimate control. 

4) Promote a pedestrian-oriented business area by applying the following: 

(a) To provide continuous visual interest and accessibility to the pedestrian, 
a major portion of the building facade at the street level which faces the 
street should be transparent. Bay windows and recessed doorways are 
particularly encouraged. 

(b) To maintain visual continuity, the entire lot width should be fully occu- 
pied by a building wall, fence, gate, shrubs or other landscape elements 
or as a pedestrian connection. 

(c) Building detailing should provide small-scale ele nents of interest froma 
pedestrian viewing distance. 

5) Promote enhancement of the established visual character of Andover’s Gen- 
eral Business Districts by the following: 

(a) Buildings need not conform to any specific style of architecture. En- 

hancement of the Districts’ diversity of styles is welcomed. 

On the other hand, new efforts should avoid the removal, obscuring, or 
disruption of existing structures of historic value. 

The appearance of materials characteristic of the area is preferred. 
These materials include brick and other unit masonry (painted or un- 
painted), granite and other cut stone, and painted clapboard. Uncharac- 
teristic materials include rough, imitation, or reflective materials such 
as unpainted wood, field stone, stucco, exposed metal, imitation materi- 
als (e.g., false brick siding), mirror glass, porcelain enamel, or polished 
stone. Such appearance should generally be avoided; however, variation 
within the range of characteristic materials, colors, and textures is en- 
couraged when they are compatible with surrounding buildings. 

To retain the small-scale character of Andover and to promote diversity 
of design, a single building with a width of more than 40 feet facing a pub- 
lic way should, where feasible, be divided visually into sub-elements, 
preferably expressing the functional diversity within the building. 

To provide visual relief from buildings and hard materials, landscape 
treatment using shrubs, trees, flower boxes, and other greenery around 
buildings or in recessed spaces is encouraged. 

(f) Major visual exposure comes not only from the building front; therefore, 
full attention should be given to the treatment of sidewalks, landscaping, 
parking areas, and the building wall at the rear and sides.

1.1 Automatic Protection Device: An electrically operated instrument composed 
of sensory apparatus and related hardware which automatically sends over reg- 
ular telephone lines, by direct connection or otherwise, a pre-recorded voice 
alarm upon receipt of a stimulus from the sensory apparatus that has detected 
a physical force or condition inherently characteristic of a fire or unauthorized 
intrusion. 

1,2 Central Station Protective System: A system, or group of systems, operated 
for its customers by a person, firm or corporation with a franchise from the 
Town, in which the operations of electrical protection circuits and devices are 
transmitted to, recorded in, maintained, and supervised from a central station 
or modified central station. : 

1.3 Direct Line: A telephone line leading directly to the communications center of 
the Fire Department or Police Department that is for use only to report emer- 
gency messages and signals on a person-to-person basis. 

1.4 Indication: The instrumentation on a monitor panel at the receiving terminal 
of a signal line which produces both visual and audible alarm signals when acti- 


vated by a signaling device in the same electrical circuit at an identifiable loca- 
tion or origin. 

1.5 Key (To a Telephone Line): To use a telephone line for transmitting a mes- 
sage, either by direct connection or by a mechanism not so connected that uti- 
lizes the microphone of a standard telephone to do so. 

1.6 Primary Trunkline: A telephone line leading into the communication center of 
the Fire Department or Police Department that is for the purpose of handling 
emergency calls on a person-to-person basis, and which line is identified by a 
specific listing among the emergency numbers in the telephone directory is- 
sued by the Telephone Company serving the Town. 

1.7 Signal Line: A line not connected to any standard telephone equipment which 
leads into an indicator panel in the communications center of the Police De- 
partment or to such a panel in either a central station protective system or a 
modified central station and which is designed to transmit elect cally an 
alarm signal readily identifiable as to location of origin. 

1.8 Special Trunkline: A telephone line leading into the communications center of 
the Fire Department or the Police Department that is for the primary purpose 
of handling emergency messages which originate from automatic protection 
devices and are transmitted directly or through an intermediary. 

SECTION 2: AUTOMATIC PROTECTION DEVICES — 
RESTRICTIONS ON KEYING 

2.1 No automatic protection device that is installed after the effective date hereof 
by any person on premises of any kind in the Town of Andover shall be keyed to 
a primary trunkline. Pai} 

2.2 After the effective date hereof, any alarm equipment supplier who installs au- 
tomatic protection devices in the Town for the purpose of sending pre-recorded 
emergency messages directly to the Fire Department or the Police Depart- 
ment shall first obtain necessary instructions, including a designated telephone 
number, from the particular Department concerned with the types of messages 
in order to key such devices to a special trunkline into that department. 

2.3 Within ninety (90) days after the effective date hereof, all automatic protection 
devices in the Town that were keyed on that date to a primary or secondary 
trunkline shall be disconnected therefrom. The owner or lessee of any such de- 
vice shall be responsible for the disconnecting of it. 

2.4 An owner or lessee of an automatic protection who has it disconnected as re- 
quired by (2.3) of this section, may authorize an alarm equipment supplier to 
key the automatic protection device to a special trunkline into the Fire Depart- 
ment or the Police Department, provided that the device meets operational re- 
quirements, as set forth in this ordinance. 

SECTION 3: SAME KEYING TO INTERMEDIARIES 
AUTHORIZED TO RELAY MESSAGES 

3.1 Any person who has an automatic protection device in the Town may arrange 
to have such device keyed to any intermediaries who are authorized to relay 
emergency messages to the Fire Department or Police Department over a 
special trunkline. 2 

SECTION 4: OPERATIONAL REQUIREMENTS: 

4.1 Automatic protection devices installed on premises of any kind in the Town that 
are keyed to a special trunkline shall meet minimum operational requirements, 
as determined by the Police or Fire Chief. 

4.2 No recorded message shall be delivered to the Police or Fire Department more 
than three times as a result of a single stimulus of the sensory mechanism. 

4.3 The time gap between delivery of each recorded message must be in the range 
from ten (10) to twelve (12) seconds. 

4.4 The length of time for transmitting the recorded message must not exceed fif- 
teen (15) seconds. . 

4.5 All telephone reporting devices will be equipped with an off and on switch which 
in the event of an alarm that is activated which is false, the owner may shut re- 
cording device off and notify the proper department immediately that it is a 
false alarm. 

4.6 The sensory mechanism used in connection with such devices must be adjusted 
to suppress false indications of fire or intrusion so that the devices will not be 
actuated by impulse due to transient pressure changes in water pipes, short 
flashes of light, wind noise such as rattling or vibrating of doors or windows, ve- 
hicular noise adjacent to the installation or other forces unrelated to genuine 
alarms. : 

4.7 All components comprising such device must be maintained by the owner in 
good repair to assure reliability of operation. 

SECTION 5: INSTRUCTIONS ON OPERATIONS: 

5.1 Each alarm equipment supplier that sells or leases to a person an automatic 
protection device which is installed on such person’s premises in the Town after 
the installation hereof, and which is keyed to a special trunkline, shall furnish 
that person with written instruction as to the way the device operates along 
with a maintenance manual and a correct circuit diagram pertaining to such 
device. 

5.2 Prior to the installation of an emergency reporting system, an installation per- 
mit shall be obtained from the electric inspector. The fee for said permit shall 
be established by the Board of Selectmen. 

SECTION 6: TESTING 

6.1 No person shall conduct any test or demonstration on an automatic protection 
device or a signaling device designed to make direct connection with headquar- 
ters of the Fire Department or Police Department without first notifying the 
Chief of the Department concerned with the particular kind of alarms. 

SECTION 7: SIGNALING DEVICES AND INDICATOR DEVICES: 

7.1 Every alarm equipment supplier who wants to connect automatic protection 
devices in the Town to the Police or Fire Department alarm board shall furnish 
the Police or Fire Chief with a current list of such installations showing the fol- 
lowing: 

1, Name, residence address, and telephone number of owner or lessee. 

2. Address or place where device is installed and telephone number at that loca- 
tion. 

3. Name and telephone number of two (2) other persons at different locations 
who is authorized to respond to an emergency and open the place where the de- 
vice is installed and be able to reset, or terminate such device if found to be de- 
fective. 

7.2 The supplier will contact the Town contractor ten (10) days in advance of con- 
nection to the Town Board. 

7.3 Telephone lines will be ordered by the Town contractor.

8.1 The length of time for alarm.ringing outside must not exceed fifteen (15) min-

9.1 The following shall not count as false alarms: 

1. Town Power Failure 

2. Telephone Company Repair 

3. Results of Major Storm 

4. 30 Day New Installation 

5. Break Activation, Fire or Smoke Activation. 

9.2 If an automatic protection device is activated with the exception of the above in 
9.1, the owner shall be allowed up to six (6) false alarms per year. After the 
sixth false alarm, the owner will be charged $10.00 for each additional alarm 
until a yearly total of nine (9) at which time the owner will be notified that his 
alarm will be disconnected from the Town board. If the alarm is received by 
special trunkline, the owner will be required to disconnect such device until it 
has been satisfactorily repaired. 

9.3 A hearing may be requested before the termination from the Town board, or 
the special trunkline with five (5) days of official notification of such termina- 
tion either by the Town, or Town Alarm Board Contractor.

or neglect to respond appropriately upon receipt of an alarm from such a 
source. In the event that the Town finds it necessary to disconnect a defective 
automatic protection device or signaling device, the Town shall incur no liabili- 
ty by such action

In the area of community services, 
there will be an increase in user fees 
which will offset increases in operating 
costs, Clark said. 

This basically results in those benefit- 
ting from programs conducted by the 
department paying for the cost. Also con- 
templated is town meeting approval for 
sale of the Cardinal Cushing gymnasium 
which will result in curtailing any in- 
crease in the scope of department 
programs. 

Police, fire and public works depart- 
ment budgets show increases due to 
negotiated contracts and normal in- 
flationary factors. 

Clark pointed out that pending tax cap 
legislation in its present form makes it dif- 
ficult to adequately perform fiscal plan- 
ning. 

Governor King in his campaign pledged 
property tax relief, but to date has only 
come up with regulations on the local 
property tax, Clark said. Also promised 
was increase in state reimbursements, 
which the governor has not yet discussed. 

“In terms of general government costs, 
we have exercised reduction,’’ Clark said. 
“Tf we don’t have offsetting state-shared 
revenues, then some services will have to 
suffer.”’ 

Among those services which may suffer 
would be the refuse collection service. 

The contractor still has six months to go 
on the current three-year contract with 
the town. 

Problems of the past few months have 
been relieved somewhat by better weather 
and fewer equipment breakdowns. 

But, Clark points out, in view of tax cap 
requirements, it may be necessary to 
eliminate this service. If it is to be con- 
tinued, it will be part of the 1979-’80 fiscal 
year budget to be acted on at town 
meeting this year. A new conctract will be 
put out to bid in late summer.
